vreword 


THE  firm  of  Richard  W.  Lehne  has  been  known  as  a  pur- 
veyor of  beautiful  things  for  the  last  fifty  years.  It  was 
founded  by  Richard  W.  Lehne's  father,  in  Baltimore,  tradi- 
tional art  centre  and  the  city  where  the  furniture  of  the  Directoire 
and  the  Empire  became  the  great  rage  in  the  year  1803,  when 
Jerome  Bonaparte  married  Miss  Patterson,  a  belle  of  the  Maryland 
metropolis. 

From  Baltimore  Mr.  Richard  W.  Lehne  extended  his  activities 
to  Philadelphia  in  19 10,  where  he  found  a  distinct  predilection  for 
the  taste  of  the  eighteenth  century.  In  19 18  Mr.  Lehne  opened  a 
branch  gallery  in  New  York,  which  soon  developed  into  the  main 
house,  with  a  widened  scope,  including  all  periods  and  styles  of 
English  industrial  arts  of  the  past. 

Following  the  trend  of  the  art  business,  Mr.  Lehne  has  decided 
to  move  his  galleries  from  mid-town  New  York  to  a  more  central 
location.  Due  to  this  decision  an  important  part  of  the  collection  of 
interior  and  exterior  art  and  furnishings  of  Richard  W.  Lehne,  Inc. 
is  now  offered  at  public  sale  by  order  of  Mr.  Richard  W.  Lehne,  to 
lessen  the  task  of  removal. 

The  arts  of  the  interior  included  in  this  sale  display  a  compre- 
hensive variety  of  styles  and  forms,  expressions  of  the  ages  of  oak, 
of  walnut,  of  satinwood,  mahogany,  and  pine.  The  Elizabethan, 
Stuart.  Georgian,  and  the  Regency  tastes  are  represented.  Several 
groups  of  gaily  lacquered  furniture  inspired  by  the  fashion  of  things 
Chinese,  and  a  small  valuable  collection  of  tapestries,  conspicuous 
by  their  gaiety  of  color  and  composition  and  their  highly  usable  di- 
mensions, notably  the  Berain  tapestries  from  the  Lord  Grimthorpe 
collection,  will  attract  the  collector.  The  needlework  chairs  of  the 
collection  are  all  covered  with  the  handiwork  of  the  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  centuries.  Among  the  ceramics,  a  wealth  of  fine  examples 


of  Oriental  Lowestoft  is  to  be  found,  such  as  the  service  with  views 
of*  Arundel  Castle  and  a  group  of  fascinating  historical  bowls,  per- 
haps unique  in  our  collectors'  world.  One  of  the  outstanding  attrac- 
tions of  the  exhibition  will  doubtless  be  the  dazzling  YVaterford 
crystal  glass  chandelier  from  the  Burdett  Coutts  collection. 

Architectural  embellishments  are  chosen  with  an  eye  towards 
the  need  of  our  times.  The)'  comprise  a  number  of  marble  and 
wood  mantelpieces  with  their  fireplace  furniture,  of  highly  decora- 
tive value  and  in  the  correct  scale  for  apartments  and  small  houses. 

The  impressive  array  of  garden  art  abounds  with  marble  and 
lead  fountains,  tables  and  benches,  pool  figures,  sun  dials,  bird  baths, 
and  urns.  An  unusual  feature  is  seen  in  seven  fifteenth  ecnturv 
Florentine  marble  well  curbs,  of  modest  dimensions  and  therefore 
lending  themselves  to  use  as  focal  points  in  both  small  and  la  rye 
gardens. 

The  Richard  YY.  Lehne  collection  of  garden  art  has  been  en- 
riched by  important  lead  statuary,  the  property  of  a  legatee  of  the 
late  Rodman  Wanamaker,  and  by  a  remarkably  varied  lot  of  Englisl 
eighteenth  century  wrought  iron  benches  and  chairs  recently  collected 
by  Karl  Freund,  as  unusual  and  graceful  as  the  garden  furniture 
which  attracted  nationwide  attention  at  the  exhibitions  of  AvereJJ 
House.
